Taxation In Canada 


During the war Canada, like all countries, was forced to devise and impose 
new' forms of diextioa ta order to raise the large sums of money required to 
enable the Dominion to worthily, efficiently and successfully discharge its 
national obligations, That titanic struggle lasted so long, and the expenditures 
incurred were so great, that a huge national debt resulted, and since the 
Armistice interest on that debt has had to be paid, while large expenditures for 
*‘pehsions and the care of disabled soldiers continue to be necessary. Canada, 
therefore, must raise a large revenue for Federal purposes. . 

But this is not all. The war caused inflation of prices in all commodities, 
‘and, of course, revenues which formerly were adequate for provincial and 


uatnicipal purposes were too small,.and on top of higher Dominion taxation | 


there had to be imposed greater taxation by Provincial and municipal govern- 
ments, 

The effect of this taxation is greater in Canada than in the Cnited States 
because this country entered the war at the beginning, whereas the Unitdél 
States only came into it near the close, and after years during whicu that 
country amassed great wealth in the work of supplying goods to the Allied 
countries which had turned their whole industrial fabric from works of peace 
production to the requirements of war. 

Pridr to the war Canada was a Tow taxed country, but war necds brought 
about the imposition of an Income Tax, a tax on bank cheques, drafts, notes, 
»ebc., a tax on receipts, taxes on matches and other commodities, an increased 
rate of postage, taxes on excess profits, taxes on business turnover as repre- 
sented by sales, and sundry other taxes, The accumulation of all these taxes 
has, naturally and inevitably, had an adverse effect on investment in industry 
and. for development purposes, and in the willingness of both foreign and 
domestic money lenders to invest In Canada. Further, the necessity of in- 
investing huge sums in Government loans during the war resulted in the with- 
drawal of hundreds of millions of dollars from other forms of investment, to 
the detriment of all business, industrial growth, and development’ of the 
natural resources of the country, 


With its tremendous accummulation of wealth during the war, and the won- | 


derful expansion in production and industrial activity since then as a direet 
result of that accummulation of wealth, the United States has been enabled to 
rapidly decrease its Income Tax and lower, or éntirely abrogate most of its war 
taxes. This has created a great disparity in the burden of Federal taxes im- 
posed on the people of these two countries, to the manifest disadvantage of 
Canada. On the other hand, Canada compares very favorably with the United 
States when Provincial State and Municipal taxation is compared, 

.. There is, however, a growing demand throughout the Dominion that, if this 
country is not to seriously suffer in the long run, some action must be taken to 
lower the burden of Federal taxation so ag to place the Dominion on terms of 
Greater equality in this respect with our neighbor to the south. Just how this 
is to be accomplished, and at the same time provide the Federal Government 
with the revenue it must have, to meet our war obligations and current 


+ domestic needs, is the problem. 


.To the solution of thls problem the Dominion Government is directing its 
attention, and, fortunately, fhe people as a whole, are taking a very keen and 
increasing interest in it. This interest is made manifest in the discussions 
Which took place at the recent conventon of the Canadian Board of Trade, in 
the publications of the Citizens’ Research Institute of Canada, in the Dominion- 
wide campaign recently inaugurated by the Retail Trade Bureau of Canada, 
and by the resc/utions adopted by the Canadian Council of Agriculture fepre- 
senting the ¢rganized farmers, 

Wh. all these bodies are in agreement on some points, they are at var- 
fance in important respects as to policies which should be adopted, All strongly 
favor more economical administration, the elimination of*partizanship and 
yolitics from the business of government, reduced expenditures, and a more 
careful survey of national conditions before embarking on future capital out- 
‘lays, all of which will make for lower taxation. But they differ when it comes 
to the question of just what taxes should now be entirely eliminated. There are 
two sides to these questions, as there are to most issues of outstanding im- 
portance, and it will be of value to consider these in a subsequent article,

Government in the preparation of the next budget.

Great Milestone Along 


London.—Among the , members 
the Canadian delegation there is keen 
satisfaction over the Dominions’ 
charter. This report of the pr@miers’ 
committee of the Imperial Conference, 
with its ringing sentences, its precise | 
statements, is regarded as a great 
milestone along the way of Imperial 
relations. It does not so much indi- 
cate grave constitutional departures— 
such is the comment one hears—as It 
erystalizes and applies principles of 
self-government which already were 
recognized, 
bulously. 

Premier Mackenzie King is reserv- 
ing his considered comment. Never- 
theless he was warm alike in praise 
of the report and in appreciation of 
the spirt of good fellowship which 
dominated the committee’s proceed- 
ings. 
principles of Dominion autonomy for 
which Canada always contended,” Mr. 
King said. “As the great charters of 


Ergland set down liberties which fad} 


been won, so the report, in unmistak- 
able language, sets down the principle 
that self-governing communities are 
equal in status.” 


More detailed examination of the re-} 


port reveals to what extent it carries 
the principle that, in its own words, 
“every self-governing member of the 
Empire is now master of its own des- 
tiny.” In no aspect of domestic or 
external affairs is one 
community within the Empire to be 
subordinate to another. So far as the 
Dominions are concerned the term 
“Imperial” disappears, although curi- 
ously enough the report 
used the word “Empire” 
“the Pritish Commonwealth of Na- 
tions.” In the changing of the King’s 
title the term, “United Kingdom” 
disappears.

| According to a report of the Domtin- 
| ton Forestry department the farmers 
of Western Canada have during the 
bast twenty-five years planted trees at 
the rajp of 10,000 a day. If all theso 
trees had groWn the prairies would 
present a forest aspect today, Unfor- 
tunately many of them die before 
they get a fair start in lfe. 

However, it is gratifying to learn 
that as a result of this effort the tree 
line has been pushed at least 100 miles 
further west and that the shelter 
belts planted by prairie farmers havo 
an estimated value today of $60,000,- 
000. That is an encouraging result 
for a quarter century of painstaking 
effort. 

From the time the government en- 
gaged the late Alexander Mitchell as 
its prairie tree planting representative 
and gave him a free hand to travel
